THE number of people 
caught with cannabis has 
soared since laws on 
possession were relaxed. 

Seizures have risen by 31% 
since it was downgraded from a 
class B to class C drug at the 
start of the year, police figures 


revealed yesterday. 


It is still illegal to smoke or pos- 
sess the drug but police have been 
told that generally people caught 
with it should not be arrested. 

But many users believe they can 
openly puff spliffs - and have 


taunted police over their 
supposed lack of powers to 
stop them. 


Message 


In London, 8,148 people 
were caught with cannabis 
between April and August 
this year as opposed to just 
6,231 in the same period 
last year. 

Most were given infor- 
mal warnings or cautions. 

A police report conclud- 
ed the changes had sent a 
confusing message to 
police and the public. 

It says: “Youths were 
telling officers they could 
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not do anything about 
their possession of the 
drug.” 

Bob Neill, Conservative 
leader on the London 
Assembly, said cannabis 
should be reclassified as 
class B. He added: “The 
reclassification would 
seem to have made it hard- 
er rather than easier to 
enforce the law.” 

Police have also found 
more cannabis factories 
springing up and large 
quantities of the drug

coming in from abroad. 
Shane Collins, who organ- 
ises the Cannabis Festival 
in Lambeth, south London, 
said users were confused. 

He said: “It’s not an 
arrestable offence in most 
circumstances, but you 
still can’t buy it legally.” 

The Home Office said 
police were issuing street 
warnings. 

A spokesman added: 
"Consequently there has 
been a dramatic decrease 
of 53%in arrests, freeing 
police resources to tackle 
class A drug offences."
